eo "A complete sketch of his life would make a history of this stormy 
period, for there is hardly an event connected with it, in which he does 


not appear. 

*Fresnean, in his political squib against Gaines, the trimming editor 

of the ‘New York Mercury,! gives an amising account of -him: 
‘At this time there arose, a certain 'KING SEARS, ' 
Who made it his duty, to banish our fears, 
He was without doubt, a person of merit, 
Great knowledge, some wit, and abundance of spirit, 
Could talk like a lawyor, and that without foe, 
And threaten'd perdition, to all that drank tea.! 

"He was one of the Com. of Correspondence of Fifty-one in 1774, and 
clung steadfastly to his old friend Mc Dougal, in the division of that 
body. He was also one of the Com. of One Hundred, chosen by the citizens 
in 1775, and with four others, was aprointed to superintend the fortify- 
ing of West Point. Was member of the Nev York Provincial Congress, and 
of the Assembly in 1783, and in 1776 was appointed by Gen. Charles Lee, 
Dep. Adj. Gen., with rank of Lieut. Col. - 

"He was known from one end of America to the other as a daring 'Son 
of Liberty.' . 

"When John Hancock passed through New York in May 1775, he lodged 
with Mr. Sears at his residence, No. 1 Broadway, afterwards Sir Henry 
Clinton's Head-Quarters. Ina letter to Dorothy Quincy, dated May 17, 
1776, he writes, 'sat down to supper of fried oysters, and at 11 o'clock 
went to Capt. Sears, (the King here), and lodged. 

“In the autumn of that year, Sears entered the city at noon day, with 
@ company of Ct. Light Horse, and destroyed the Tory press of Rivington, 
which had made itself obnoxious to the Whigs. 

"Before the war he was engaged in a small importing business, which 
does not appear to have been very successful, as he accepted the office 
of Inspector of Pot and Pearl Ashes, which he held until 1772, when he 
was removed upon the false charge of neglecting duty, which was made to 
punish him for his prominence in the public censure of the Assembly, 
although warmly espoused by George Clinton, Philip Schuyler and Nathaniel 
Woodhull. 

"During the war he was engaged in some business in Boston, and made 
& partnership with his son-in-law, Paschall N. Smith, who appears at an 
earlier time as captain of an eastern trader. In the New York Direct 
ory for 1786, ve find ‘Sears & Smith, Merchants, 62 Vater Street.! 

"This business was not successful, the firm failing in 1784~85, and 
Mr. Sears resumed his voyages. Feb. 4, 1786, he sailed with one of hig 
sons for Batavia and Canton, in ship 'Hope,' Capt. James Magee (who had 
commanded the privateer 'Gen. Arnold,' belonging to Col. Isaac Sears, 
and others, which was wrecked in Plymouth Bay, Christmas, 1778, when most 
of the crew were frozen to death), in company with Mr. Samuel Shaw, First 
American Consul’ at Canton, and Capt. Thomas Randall, Vice Consul, Canton, 
was taken with a fever at Batavia, from which he was recovering, when a 
flux set in, from which he died Oct. 28, 1786, and was buried on French 
Tsland, Canton harbor; a monument with a suitable inscription was erected 
over his grave. His son returned to the United States, and was living 
at St. Bustatius, ¥.I., in 1792, and connected in business with his bro- 
in-law, Peregrine Bourdieu, of Dominica, ¥.I. He died at Martinique, 
Dec. 16, 1794. 

"Capt. Sears was a momber of the Corporation of Trinity Church, N.Y.,

. «\ Gapt. Sears was very active during the Revolution in fitting out pri- 


vateers. In 1778, he with James Browne of Hartford, owned thetMars,' 


(built in Duxbury,) carrying 22 guns, and a crey of 130 men. She was 
commanded by Capt. Gilbert Ash of Boston. In 1780, the 'Mars,! was sold 
to the Board of War of Massachusetts, by Capt. Sears and his son-in-law, 


Paschal N. Smith for 180 000 pounds. 

Col. Sears was at Cambridge with Washington, and at the evacuation of 
Boston, took ur his residence on Tremont street, opposite the north end 
of King's Chapel burying ground, in tha mansion of Gov. Phillips. 

He purchased the Com. Loring house, now known as the 'Greenough Place,' 
at Jamaica Plain, near Boston, upon its confiscation by the State, and 
Drake says lived there for a time. 

During his residence in Boston, he engaged in fitting out privateers, 
and served on many committees from 1777 to 1782. 

Isaac Sears was 'a thorn in the flesh! of the Tories of New York and 
thelr sympathizers, and no man of the period was more vilified. 

Wetoue historians of New York have followed their oxample, and no 
epithet was too strong to apply to him by some of them. 
He was no doubt a rough and uncultured seaman by education, but of 
sterling character and honesty. His manners acquired on the quarter deck 
and prompt methods of action, did not at all suit the timid and wavering, 
any more than they did the pronounced Tories or Loyalists. 

Maj. Samuel Shaw, our first Consul to China, in his diary, which has 


been published, speaks in terms of praise of Col. Sears, his fellow pas- 


senger on the outward voyages. "To give his character in few words, he 
was an honest man, an agreeable acquaintanco, and a warm friend," and 
there is nothing like a long voyaga to bring out the idiosyncrasies 
of a man. 

Many of his letters are preserved in the archivas of New York and 
Connecticut, and they give a very fair insight into his charactor and 
principles.

Alden Sears, yeoman, of Rochester, Mass., lived for a time in Nova Scotia, 
and was one of the grantees of the town of Liverpool in 1761. His wife 
dying he returned to the States » living for a time in Pawtucket and Providence ; 
engaged in boat-building and distilling. He had previously bean a saaman, and 
is said to have commanded a whaling vessel before he was of age. Marrying 
again he settled in Dighton, Mass. » on the old Walker homestead, which, on 
the death of her father, fell to his wife. ‘The old house is still standing, 
near 200 years old, and id a good specimen of the- early colonial times. 
About the commencement of the Revolutionary War he resumed his voyages, 
and in returning from the West Indies with a cargo of molasses was captured 
by the British, lost his vessel and cargo, and was held prisoner for several 
years. An English officer with whom he had made friends, finally procured 
his release, and supplied him with funds for his return. His wife is said 
to have had full faith during all the years of his absence that he would 
aa return, although others had givon him up as dead. Accordind to the super- 
L stitions of the times, thére wore many signs convincing to her that he would 
| return. One evening in turning her tea-cup, the peculiar position of the 
leaves was proof that he was then on his way home. She rose hastily saying 
“Alden will be home tonight,and I must put the house in order, and dress 
to meet him," upon opening the door, she really saw him in the distance 
approaching the house. 
They removed to Bristol, H.Y., in 1802, with others fr_ 
of Dighton. For his land he paid six cents an acre. 
He served in Capt. Elijah Walker's Co. , in Col. John Hathaway's Reg., 
and marched on the alarm of Aug. 2, 1780, to Tiverton, R.I., 18 miles 
travel, 7 days service, wages -A1.8.0.

"Paul Sears married a worthy lady of Marblehead, who died in giving 
birth to twins, in the absenge of her husband. On his return, finding 
his wife and babes all dead, he left the country broken hearted, went to 
Nova Scotia, and was not heard afterward." (Sears Gen.) 

The baptism of one child is recorded in Marblehead, but no other is 
found in the Church or Town records, and the death of his wife is not 
recorded. 

"Paul Sears of Marblehead "was granted 200 acres of land in Hallowell, 
Me., May 18, 1774, and was taxed therefor the first time in E775. 

In the Hist. of Winthrop, he is called "a cooper from Cape Cod.# 

The soldier's monument in the Winthrop Cemetery, was placed over his 
grave, and his grave-stone removed.
